The morning session of the second day 
of the convention was almost as bar- 
ren of results as the featureless session of 
Tuesday. 

It was nearly 11 o’clock before Chairman 
Fairbanks called for order and at 11:2 a 
recess was taken until 2 o’clock this after- 
noon, 

The work of the morning session is told in 
a few words. 

When it was ascertained that the 8 
tees on Resolutions and Credentials were 
not ready to report the order. of business 
was changed. 

By a vive voce vote it was decided to in- 
stall the permanent officers. 


This was done in spite of protests of 


delegates who wanted to see a semblance 
of fairness in deciding the contests. 

Senator John M. Thurston, the Perma- 
nent Chairman, made his speech and the 
convention then took 4 recess until 2 
o’clock. 


The itistinguishing characteristic of this 
convention is lack of virility: Representa- 
“tives fresh from the. people usually act 
with the knowledge of late instructions, and 
the force of the people's convictions. It 
gives them strength and force and enthu- 
siasm. An irresistible tide flows over and 
engulfs all opposition, 

Since the earliest days of the assembling 

ot the Republican clans it has been evident 
that this is a plutocrats’ convention. Money 
rules and corporation leaders dictate and 
direct, 
The delegations from the different States 
which entered into the contest unaware of 
the compact existing between the conven- 
tion managers and the Wall street direct- 
ors have had their virile force exhausted 
by the discovery that principle and ideas 
must give way to the new order of things. 

McKinley's sun rises in the eastern edge 


of Wall street and sinks behind the hor'‘zon 


east of the backbone of the Alieghanies. 
The mighty West receives no ray of lighs. 
Only a faint flush marks three-fourths of 
the domain claimed by Republicans. It 48 
the flush of over the discovery 
that this is a convention of Eastern ideas, 
of Bastern sentiment, of Easvern wealth. 
Corporation kings act slowly. Ten o'clock 
breakfasts; 6 o’clock dinners; midnight sup- 
pers incite torpidity, encourage lethargy, 
And as they feel, wo is the refiex action

The great body of the hall fills slowly 
with men who wear on their breasts the 
badge of Republicanism and on their faces 
the sullen look of the sert. 

As they wind slowly in and out the aisles, 
settling with deliberation into their seats, 
there is noticeable lack of spontaneity. No 
flush of confident victory or eager enthusi- 
asm for a cause is seen. 

Men whose very presence in conventions 
heretofore have been sufficient to send up 
mighty volumes of cheers are taking their 
seats without notice. Leaders of long 
prominence in national affairs, who, under 
different circumstances, would be given 
cheer on cheer, get no greeting. 


House; Amos L. Allen and Joe Manley the f 


enthusiasm in former conventions and know 
that hundreds of veteran delegates are in 
this convention look amazed as they take in 
the scene. 

They see Chauncey M. Dep dw, the bril- 
liant New Yorker, receive only a scatter- 
ing cheer as he enters the New ork dele- 
gation. The reason is clear. 

The West recognizes him as the head of 
the railroad interests which are in the 
convention pool of corporate powers, That 
fact prevents the ovation which Chauncey 
usually receives, 

There comes Senator Sewell of New Jer- 
sey, Senator Thurston of Nebraska and 
Warner Miller of New York. The grim 
and gray Sewell has been a figure in na- 
tional conventions for twenty years. He 
represents here the Pennsylvania railroaé, 
one of the new controling interests of the 
Republican party. é 

John M. Thurston used to be a hack- 
driver. He held the reins with care, but 
left the work to become an orator and 
statesman, representative of the powerful 
Union Pacific Railway, whose finger is in 
national affairs,,.and permanent nn 
officer of the convention. 

Warner Miller is on the eve of securing 
$100,000,000 from the Government for the 
Nicaraguan Canal. 

Is it any wonder that very few cheers 
are given these three men by the discour- 
aged delegates from the West? No three 
persons in the convention represent more 
corporate capital and the men from the 
West know it. — 

The next entry gives the delegates who 
are chewing the bitter end little more en- 
couragement to enthuse, 

First comes Myron T. Herrick, the Ohio 
millionaire; then is seen the burly form of 
Mark Hanna, aj millionaire and a boss; 
behind him is seen the Sugar Trust, repre- 
sented by John D. Spreckles, the Califor- 
nian, who is looking after that sugar plank. 

To the Western delegates with mortgages 
on their farms, this association of millions 
is so marked that not even their blind devo- 
tion to McKinley can incite more than a 
mild cheer for the McKinley man, sand- 
wiched as he is between sugar and mortgage 
bondholder, 

Ex-Governor Dingley of Maine, leader of 
the Republican party on the fleor of the 


ablest men from “Maine—are seated prac- 
tically unnoticed. 

Gov. Dingley’s personality is as marked 
as that of any single figure in this gather- 
ing. Yet he is overlooked because the som- 
berness of the new deal between capital and 
Republicanism is too heavy to be overcom@ 

A rather hearty cheer comes from the few 
Westerners who have not abandoned prin- 
ciple for pelf as there enters in a body four 
stalwart silver men—Dubois, the fresh- 
faced Senator from Idaho, who came here 
for 16 to 1, and will go away with the silver 
flag in his standard; Congressman Hartman 
of Montana, who has not given way to Wall 
street; Isaac Trumbo and Senator Frank 
Cannon of Utah, who have consistently and 
persistently fought for a principle. 

“They form an oasis in this otherwise 
dreary desert of purposeless delegates, 
wearily awaiting the end of the farce and 
the falling of the curtain on the play. 

It is near the hour now for the convening.

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President Cleveland breaks silence at 
last. He has furnished the New York 
Herald with a written statement of his 
views as to the Chicago convention and 
its work. | 

His statement is published simulta- 
neously with the utterarces of leading 
Eastern Republicans who are in at- 
tendance upon the National Convention 
of their party, and it is curiously signifi- 
cant to note how entirely in unison are 
these utteratices of an alleged Demo- 
cratic President and the Republican lead- 
ers who are doing the bidding of Wall 
Street. Mr. Cleveland's statement makes 
it perfectly obvious that the Republican 
platform, as at last forced upon Hanna 
and McKinley by Bastern gold standard 
men, will suit him exactly. 

As far as the platform is concerned, 
there would be no need of another con- 
vention at Chicago if Mr. Cleveland’s 
views were those of his party. -It would 
suffice for the Democratic National Com- 
mittee to meet, say ditto' to the Re- 
publican pronouncement, and then dis- 
solve the party organization.

FAIRBANKS’ FALLACY. 


Mr. Fairbanks of Indiana, temporary 
Chairman of the Republican National 
Convention, is insincere, as gold standard 
and high tariff advocates must be. 

“Our tariff laws,“ said Mr. Fairbanks, 
“raised sufficient revenue to gradually 
reduce the public debt. During the ad- 
ministration of Harrison $236,000,000 of 
obligations Were paid, while Cleveland, 
during the last three years, has added to 
our interest-bearing debt 3362,000, 000.“ 

Why not tell the whole truth? The 
reductions in the public debt under Har- 
risom were made in the two years pre- 
ceding the adoption of the McKinley high 
tariff law. After that law became oper- 
ative there was an increase of $14,000,000 
in .the public debt. This increase oc- 
‘curred between December, 1890, and De- 
jcomber, 1892, three months before Mr. 
‘Harrison went out of mee. 
Tue figures furnish dlsproor of the 
claim that high tariffs protect the public 
treasury or the public credit. Under a 
comparatively low tariff the treasury had 
more revenue than under the highest 
tariff the country has ever had. De- 
crease, not increase, of revenue marked 
the working of the McKinley law. 

: But there is another side to the ques- 
tion. Coincident with the McKinley law 
came the Sherman law which suspended 
silver coinage and issued coin notes 
against bullion. The Harrison Admin- 
istration redeemed these coin notes in 
gold, Gold became the sole money of re- 
demption. The raids upon the treasury 
began. No tariff law could have pro- 
tected the treasury against them. When 
the Cleveland Administration continued 
the gold redemption policy, bond issues 
became inevitable.

The only big business concern so far to

THE SPRINGFIELD CONVENTION. 


Filley’s Slate Will Be Broken and 
B. B. Cahoon of South st Mis- 
souri Taken Up for Governor. 


From the Kerens headquarters at the 
Southern comes the startling story that the 
war on De Ole Man“ is to be waged more 
furiously than ever, and nothing left undone 
to roll him at the Springfield convention. 
The programme is to go into every county 
and put up straight anti-Filley delegations 
pledged to vote against Filley’s slate of 
State officers, and his re-election as chair- 
man of the State Committee. The fight will 
go further and Filley’s country members 
of the State Committee will be rolled if 


possible. 
A plan of campaign was decided at a 
caucus held in National Committeeman 
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Kerens’ quarters at the Southern Monday 
evening just about the time Filley’s ad- 
mirers were l the streets to prove 
that they were still loyal to the venerable 
gentleman who conducts the Mosque. There 
were present at this meeting, it is under- 
stood, such leaders as National Committee- 
man R. C. Kerens, Maj. William Warner, 
Maj. J. L. Bittinger, E. L. Morse and the 
delegates who voted against Filley for the 
National Committee. 

Their plan as outlined above will be 
put in motion just as soon as the National 
Convention terminates. Filley's henchmen 
will be opposed with contesting delegations 
in every gounty and district, and if they 
carry a majority Filley, Webster Davis and 
the other leaders of that faction will have 
precious little to say in the construction of 
the State ticket. 

As nearly as could be learned the anti- 
Filleyites did not decide upon a choice for 
Governor or any of the State offices, but 
the general impression that B. B. Cahoon 
will get the first place. 

E. L. Morse, who did much of the heavy 
work in the management of the Kerens 
campaign for National Committeeman, was 
seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter and asked 
concerning the reported caucus. He smiled 
and said he would talk on that subject later. 
“Is it not true that the Filley opposition 
proposes to make the attempt to capture 
the Springfield convention?“ he was asked. 
“Yes, that is a fact, and we feel confi- 
den we can put an end to tyrannical boss- 
ism in this State. You can say safely that 
Mr. Filley will not dominate that conven- 
tion and force his slate on the people. We 
have demonstrated what energy and effec- 
tive oa ipaigning will do by the election of 
Mr. Kerens.
